BRAZILIAN  CUSTOMS 

REGULATIONS. 

By  law  641  of  November  14111,  1S99,  the  IJra- 
ziliaii  government,  amongst  other  tliing.s, 
prohibited  the  use  of  labels,  wholly  or  partly  in 
the  Portuguese  language,- <m  foreign  goods  not 
imported  from  Portugal.  This  regulation  was  to 
have  come  into  force  early  in  the  present  year, 
but  was  from  time  to  time  postponed,  until 
the  date  is  now  fixed  for  September  30th  next. 
P.veiy  effort  has  been  made  by  the  London 
chamber  of  commerce  and  other  bodies  to 
procure  the  abrogation  of  the  clause  in  ques- 
tion, and  the  committee  of  importing  mer- 
chants appointed  by  the  Rio  chamber  of  com- 
merce presented  a  memorial  to  the  Brazilian 
minister  of  finance  calling  attention  to  the 
inconveniences  arising  from  this  prohibition. 
In  addition  to  the  trouble  and  expense  to 
which  shippers  ai:d  manufacturers  have  been 
put  owing  to  the  proposed  regulation,  there 
are  many  other  reasons  why  it  should  not  be 
enforced.  For  instance,  numerous  drugs  and 
medicines  consist  of  or  contain  poisonous  and 
dangerous  substances,  such  as  arsenic,  atro- 
phine,  morphia,  slrychniue,  itc,  wdiich  are 
not  dangerous  when  taken  in  proper  doses. 
But  if  the  labels  do  not  state,  in  a  language 
known  to  all,  the  exact  proportion  of  the  dose 
aud  manner  of  application,  serious  conse- 
quences may  ensue.  Again,  it  would  stop  the 
importation  of  advertising  matter,  such  as 
placards,  posters  and  sbowcards,  as  tliey  would 
be  valueless  if  not  printed  in  the  Portuguese 
language.  Almanacs,  and  certain  articles  of 
stationery  would  also  come  under  this  pro- 
hibition, It  is  a  common  practice  in  the 
Brazilian  market  for  various  tissues  to  have  an 
inscription  of  the  name,  mark,  measurement, 
and  often  the  signature  and  registered  trade 
mark  of  the  consignees  either  stuck,  or 
actually  printed,  oirthe  material.  The  dam- 
age which  the  sudden  change  of  such  an  old 
practice  would  cause  is  incalculable.  The 
label  is  a  very  important  factor  in  the  value  of 
an  article,  and  any  alteration,  however  small 
it  lua^  appear,  will  often  effect  the  immediate 
cessation  of  the  sale  of  the  article,  the  public 
immediately  inferring  that  the  new  label  is 
used  to  cover  inferior  goods.  In  this  connec* 
tion  it  should  be  mentioned,  however,  that 
the  proliibition  is  not  applicable  to  merchan- 
dise labelled  with  trade  marks  registered  in 
coiifonnity  with  law  No.  3346  of  (ictober  T4th 
and  (kcree  No.  9S2S  of  December  31st.  1SS7. 
but  persiins  importing  such  merchandise  are 
required  to  produce  proof  that  the  registration 
of  the  respective  marks  has  been  effected  in 
accordance  therewith.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  pressure  put  upon  the  Brazilian  authorities 
by  Her  Slajesty's  government  and  the  cham- 
bers of  commerce  in  Brazil  will  result  in  the 
withdrawal  of  this  absurd  regulation,  which 
would  constitute  an  uiuvarranlable  interfe- 
rence with  trade.  Surely,  the  object  of  the 
Brazilian  govermnent  would  be  fully  met  by 
requiring  that  the  country  of  origin  should  be 
dispkiyed  on  labels  attached  to  the  packages 
or  on  the  packages  themselves,  —  Chamber  0/

'I'll  '^0,000  men— for  I  am  convinced,  after 
mu.:liWreftU  intpiiry,  thai  that  is  absolutely 
all  the  Boers  have  had  in  the  field  atone 
li, lie— sixty  men  count  for  something.  But 
one  could  not  help  comparing  the  arrival  of 
these  sixtv  with  the  transports  steaming  into 
Table  Bay,  each  with  its  thousands  of  men  in 
khaki,  so  many  thousands  tint  110  one  in 
Capetown  ever  turned  to  look  at  them— trans- 
ports from  Canada,  from  India,  from  Scotland 
Ireland  and  England,  and  cattleships,  with 
horses,  mules  and  oxen,  from  Sydney,  from 
Buenos  Ayres,  from  JIadrid  and  Cadi/,  from 
New  Orleans  and  Bombay. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  picked 
men,  "from  all  the  world, i>  ngoiiig  to  Table 
Bayiito  fight  30,000  farmers,  clerks,  attorneys, 
shopkeepers  and  schoolboys,  for  the  gold  that 
lies  in  the  Rand— gold  which  has  made  the 
Boer  neither  happy  nor  rich.  Have  you  ever 
heard  of  a  Roer  who  has  dug  his  fortune  out 
of  the  gold  mines?  Do  you  know  one  Boer 
who  owns  a  steam  yacht,  or  who  hsis  built  a 
house  in  Park  I.anc? 

The  Boer  owns  tlie  soil  from  which  the  gold 
comes,  Imt  the  Uitlander  owns  the  gold. 
\Vbat  money  the  Boer  has  taken  out  of  the 
mines  by  means  of  taxes,  concessions,  the 
dynamite  monopoly  and  the  iiqutir  law  has 
not  gone  into  his  pockets,  but  into  weapons 
of  war;  has  not  been  spent  in  another  country, 
but  in  defending  bis  own.  \Vlien  gold  was 
first  discovered  here  tlie  republic  was  on  the 
verge  of  b.iiikruptcv.  and  a  Boer  burgher 
rushed  to  the  President  in  great  delight  to 
acquaint  him  witli  the  news  and  assure  him 
that  now  that  gold  was  found  the  credit  of  the 
countrv  was  secured.

the  green  mountain  slopes  and  where  the 
hematite  had  streaked  the  sides  of  a  rock  a 
gorgeous  red  an<I  yellow.  Tliere  was  little 
sign  of  habitation  ill  tlie  landscape,  but  it  held 
H  look  of  home.  It  was  not  barren  or  forbid- 
ding, b'-it  big  and  open,  and  full  of  color  and 
beautv  and  sa:;sliiiie. 

There  was  a  large  crowd  at  Midtlelburg, 
ami.  iis  it  w.\s  G.'od  Frid.iy,  every  one  had 
been  to  cluirch  and  was  in  his  or  her  best 
braverv.  The  people  cheered  tlie  Chicago 
boys,  and  Capt.  O'Connor  brought  out  the  flag 
and  waved  it  over  theiil. 

The  landdrosl  nnde  a  speech,  an  e-iger  and 
earnest  speech  full  of  fight  anil  courage,  and 
the  Americans  cheered  hiin  and  the  South 
African  republic.  Manv  more  B^>ers  boarded 
the  tniiu  here,  and  while  the  speecbmaking 
was  going  forward  entered  the  carriages  and 
sat  at  the  windows  saying  farewell  to  the 
women  and  children  who  Imd  come  in  with 
them  from  the  farms  and  leaning  out  to  hold 
their   bands.      The  Boer  women   wore    deep 
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black  alpaca  frockaund  black. suuboiuiets.  and 
undtf  Ibe  cover  of  these  were  weepiiig.  riiey 
made  a  coiilrast  to  tile  while  starched  dresses 
and  brinht  colors  of  the  other  women  anil 
little  gids  at  Middelbiifg  who  were  giviug 
flowers  and  the  Transva»l  ribbon  lo  lhi>  Amer- 
ican volunteers.  The  men  from  ..  cross  two 
seas,  received  this  simple  welcome  modestly 
and  becomingly. 

I  have  travelled  with  many  soldiers  on 
trains  and  transports  and  on  tile  march,  with 
our  own  regulars,  with  ..Toiiiinies.»  volunteers 
a  Id  rjldiefs  of  foreign  lands  but  I  ..ever 
saw  me.i  behave  better  than  did  the  Chicago 
contiiigenl.  The  temptations  which  bese 
them  bv  the  wivside  were  many.  Uiey  had 
been  si..;  weeks'at  sea,  and  tlial.  apart  from 
the  fact  that  they  were  go>,.g  .to  the  roll  » 
throngh  a  frieniilv  country,  with  reheBhinent 
bars  at  every  station,  was  sufficient  excuse  tor 
over-reioiciiig.  But,  on  the  contrary,  the  nien 
conducted  themselves  as  well  as  the  hest  dis- 
ciplined troops  in  the  world,  and  were  then,  as 
they  were  later  in  Pretoria,  as  well  behaved 
and  self-respecting  as  I  am  sure  they  will 
prove  to  he  brave.  Vl.eri  was  no  hau.l  lo  p  av 
for  them  at  Middellnirg,  so  just  before  he 
train  moved  on  the  landdrost  galheiei  the 
Boers  and  the  women  and  girls  togellier  and 
sane  a  liyniu  to  lliein.  ,  .      , 

The  women's  voices  were  tliiu  and  linde- 
nuale,  and  the  big  hro.id-chested,  heavlly- 
Searded  men  disregarded  the  luiie  scanlal- 
ously,  but  the  spirit  of  the  act  was  true.  I  He 
words  were  in  Diitcli,  but  the  refrain  was 
„God  keep  yon  well..  Thai  much  we  could 
uiiderslaiid.  It  was  all  they  had  to  offer.  A 
brass  band  would  have  meant  uothiug  but 
noise,  but  the  tribute  of  good  wishes  from  the 
women  and  little  girls  and  old  men  touched 
the  American  boys  deeply.  . 

Tliev  stood  iu  close  order,  with  then  caui- 
oaign  hats  off  and  heads  bent.  Beyond  then, 
were  the  group  of  women  iu  black,  wlio  wire 
bidding  goodbye  to  their  sous  and  praying  for 
their  return  from  the  front. 

And  that  was  wlwt  tile  Boer  woniiu  and 
little  girls  were  doing  as  well  in  a  f  irelgn 
language  for  the  Americans,  because  tliey  had 
conie  to  fight  for  tlieiii,  because  tliey  were 
going  straight  to  the  tionl,  perhaps  to  die  for 
them  because  their  own  women  folk  were  far 
away,  some  twenty  thousand  lullcs  away,  and 
were  not  able  to  wish  them  godspeed. 

And  so  it  happened  that  on  Good  Friday 
last  the  Boer  women  of  the  Transvaal  were 
praying  for  the  sons  of  the  women  of  the  city 
of  Chicago,  of  Cook  county,  ill  the  state  of 
Illinois.

In  October  a  bill  to  re-establish  the  cnstoin- 
honse  at  Porto  Alegre  passed  both  houses  of 
congress,  and  received  llie  Presl.lenl.al  saue- 
tion,  but  np  to  now  (March,  1900),  says  Biitish 
Consul  Archer,  the  cusloui-house  Has  uo   been 
oneued      It  is  rcuorled,   however,  that  it  will 
briioitlv,   aud  no  doubt  it   will  he  p  to  im- 
prove maiters."     At   present  the   delays  and 
liiriculties  in  the  custom-house  at  «'»  'f '"'  '; 
are  ruinous.     O.i  an  average,  six  montlis  l.o  11 
the  date  of  sliilimeut   may  be  taken  a.s  tie 
ime  required  to  receive  goods  in  Porlo  Alegre 
from  Europe.     Tliere  are  loud  complainls  as 
lo  the  arliilrary  iinposilious  ill  ide  mi  iinpor- 
ters  but  no  attention  seems  lo  be  paid  to  tbem. 
Mr  'Arclier  gives  the  following  as  an  instance 
of  wdiat  goes  on:- At  the  end  of  the   year 
everyone   was   naturally  anxious  to  pi)    tlie 
duties  on  his  goods  and    get   tlieill  I Urong 
before  the   extra   live  per   cent.  111  gold  w  s 
payable  on  Jimmy  isl.     Many  succeeded,  in 
Spi'te  of  all  the  difficulties  tliev  '"<:""•"==;. 
in   paying  that  duly  011  or  before   IX-ceni hji 
-,otll,  the  3ISI  being  .Sunday,  but  owing  to  the 
agBlomeralion  the  goods  could  not  b=  deliver- 
ed     Ou  Tanuary  1st  tile  new  consum|ilioii  lax 
on  drv  goods  came  into  force,  so  tile  in-speclor 
demanded   the  lax  ou  the  goods    slill  lu  the 
cuslom-house  which  were  already  despatched 
aud  paid  for.     But  as    no  stamps  had  np  to 
then   been  issued  by  the  governmeut     o    the 
cnslomliouse.   the   latter  could  not  sell  them 
lolhe  imporler,   .so  tile   goods  (ill  some  C5»es 
urgeullv  wanted)  were  retained  in  the  custoui- 
hoiise,  'and  extra  storage,  which  is  a  heavy 
item,   charged  to  the  importer,    who,    besides 
missing  Ihe  sale  of  his  goi.ds,  aud  not  to  men- 
tion the  imposition  ol  the  stamp  lax  on  goods, 
which,  technically,  at  least,  were  f'«  of  the 
custoin-house,  was   made  to  pay  for  "'c.  '»>   " 
lily  of  the  governmeut  to  supply  hini  Willi  tlie 
stamps  it  forced  liiiu  to  buy. 

An'itlier  dis.idvanUge  of  the  withdrawal  o 
the  custmn-house  is  the  large  aniounl  o 
robbery  that  lakes  place  ou  board  llie  crall 
which  brings  the  goods  up  from  Rio  Grande, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  packages, 
having  beenopened  iu  the  cnstomlionse  tliere 
are  no  longer  iiitict,  and  therefore  afford 
opportunities  for  theft.  At  one  time  these 
robberies  reached  a  scandalous  pilch,  but  at 
last  the  police  anthorilies  stepped  in  and  suc- 
ceeded 111  pulling  a  stop  to  them  111  a  great 
measure,  but  losses  and  dainage  are  alwaj  s 
liappeuing  that  would  be  obviated  if  the  f  K» 
were  landed  at  Porto  Alegre  instead  of  Rio 
Grande.

Although   the    federal  govenimeiit 
has  onlv  this  year    adopted   the   new 
poiicv  of  severiiis  tlie  relationship  long 
existing  between  the   treasury  and  the 
Banco  "da   Repulilica,     permitting  the 
latter  to  operate   in  future  solely  as  a 
private  corporation,  the  serious  crisis  at 
which   affairs  have  reached  in  this  city 
has  compelled  it  once  more  to  resume 
its  old  position  toward  the  bank  through 
the  advance  of  a  large  sum  for  the  relief 
of   the  money  market.     Recent  confer- 
ences between  the  President  and  repre- 
sentatives of  congress  and  the  bank  led 
to  the  belief  that  something  would  soon 
be  d-we  to  relieve  the  crisis.     In   fact, 
so  crit\cal  is  the  state  of  affairs  at  the 
present   moment  that  it  is    considered 
impossible  to  finish  the  month  without 
a  catastrophe.     Tliere  is  but  litle  money 
in  circulation,  discounts  are  impossible, 
collections  are  alnio.st  wholly  susf  ended, 
and  business  is  no  longer  possible.     Add 
to  this  the  circumstance  that  the  Banco 
da  Republica  has  only  eighteen  thou- 
sand contos  in  cash,  or  less  than  one- 
fourth   its  liabilities  on  call,   and  that 
the  other  national  banks  are  also  weak 
in  the  same  respect,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  was  good  cau.se  tor  anxiety. 
The  resolution  of  the  government  to 
advance  20,000,000$  to  the  Banco  da 
Republica  to  enable  it  to  discount  more 
freely,  is  unquestionably  the  right  thing 
to  do-  -always  providing  that  the  money 
is  used  for'  legitimate  commercial  pur- 
poses and  the  treasury  is  secured  against 
the  contingency    of   long  loans.     Had 
the  crisis  culminated,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  what  the  consequences  would 
have  been.     The  bank  itself  could  not 
have  keep  its  doors  open,   and  general 
bankruptcy  would  have  ensued.      The 
advance  is  therefore  a  measure  of  self- 
protection   for  the   government  as  well 
as  a  relief  measure  for  this  community. 
It  mav  be  said  that   twenty  thousand 
contos'    arc    hopelessly  insufficient    to 
meet  the  pending  requirements  of  this 
market,  which  is  quite  true  :   but  if  the 
money  is  wisely  used  it  will  tend  to 
restore  confidence  and  to  release  a  part 
of  the  eightv-  nine  thousand  contos  now 
locked  up  in  the  vaults  of  foreign   banks, 
no  part  of  which  can  now  be  obtained  for 
business  purposes.     It  will  also  help  to 
start  up  trade  and  industry  and  will 
furnish  money  for  wages,  all  of  which 
will  be  generally  beneficial.     But  the 
bank,    as  we  have  already   stated,  will 
need  to  use  it  with  wisdom   and  discre- 
tion.    It  will  not  do   to  advance    one 
viu/em  of  it  on  state,    municipal  and 
tramway  loans,    for  it  is  more  urgently 
ueede<l  elsewhere.     And  the  bank  will 
need   to  supplement  it   whenever  pos- 
sible,   by   realizing  on  the  apolices  and 
shares  which  it  is  carrying  to  strengthen 
its  own  cash  balance,  and  to  give  greater 
mobility  to  its  own  resources.

Oni-;  of  the  proposed  measures  of  the  Rio 
de  J.iiieiro  atiUe  assembly,  however,  is  in  our 
opinion  a  very  serious  ei  ror.  We  refer  to  tl.e 
proposed  rc-eslahlishmen[  of  the  tax  on  tran- 
sfers of  real  estate  inter  rit-os.  Such  a  tax  is  not 
lilcelv  to  yield  much  of  a  revenue,  while  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  sure  to  cause  incalcidahle  pre- 
judice to  the  state.  As  coffee  production,  the 
great  industry  of  the  state,  is  steadily  declimng, 
something  must  he  done  to  fiml  a  substitute. 
Is  there  anythint;- that  cm  he  found  for  the 
perpetuation  of  tJie  existing  large  plantations? 
We  think  not.  Then  those  planUUon^,  must 
be  broken  up  and  sold  to  small  farmers  who 
will  introduce  small  products  and  another 
sy.steni  of  agricnltnre.  It  should  therefore  be 
the  policy  of  the  state  to  assist  this  change, 
and  to  tint  end  all  llie.se  tiixes  on  transfers 
sliould  b  ■  either  aboli.slu'd,  or  greatly  reduced. 
The  transfer  of  real  estate  should  be  as  easy 
and  free  as  trading  horses.  The  ]o.ss  oE_  a 
little  revenue  now  is  nothing  compared  with 
the  progress  and  wealth  which  the  new  system 
will  iiring,  and  which  will  be  lost  if  the  state 
continues  to  put  obstacles  in  the  way.

in  the  aggregate  receipts  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  general  revenue  otTice  and  the 
Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Santos  custom- 
houses. 

At  Pernambiico  there  was  an  increase 
in  customs  receipts;  but  this  was  more 
than  connter-balanced  by  the  decrease 
at  Para,  while  at  Bahia  also  there  was  a 
considerable  decrea.se.

Thk  acquittal  of  Deputy  Irinen  Machado  on 
Monday  week  was  an  act  which  ean  not  fail 
lo  do  incalculable  harm  to  the  country,  and 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  wilt  coimtenance 
the  belief  that  there  is  no  justice  here  which 
punishes  crime  irrespective  of  the  political 
and  social  position  of  the  accused.  In  tbta 
case  the  prisoner  shot  and  seriously  wounded 
Ills  wife  and  then  shot  and  killed  his  wife's 
nnnt.  There  were  witnesses  of  the  crime  and 
he  did  not  deny  it,  He  had  previously  threat- 
ened lo  shoot  his  wife  »like  a  dogn  shoidd 
she  attempt  to  leave  liim  to  live  with  her 
father,  Tiie  crime  was  therefore  preiiie- 
liitated  and  cold-blooded.  He  entered  the 
room  and  found  his  wife  packing  up  lo  leave 
hini  and  then  he  shot  her,  And  yet,  after 
listening  to  unchallenged  testimony,  a  ma- 
jority of  Hie  jury  dec'ded  that  tliere  were 
causes  to  justify  the  act  and  thai  he  was  not 
responsible  for  the  shooting  of  his  wife  be- 
cause of  the  excitement  which  possessed  hiiii, 
and  then  falsely  decided  that  he  did  not 
shoot  his  wife's  aunt.  What  perverse  judg- 
ment posse.ssed  this  jury  we  can  not  imagine. 
He  did  shoot  and  kill  the  lady,  and  he  after- 
wards confessed  it!  But,  becanse  lie  is  a 
deputy  and  an  iuflnential  politician  in  this 
city,  jnstice  must  be  tenijtered  for  him,  and 
the  unparalleled  sentence  must  be  given  that 
he  committed  no  crime,  This  is  an  outrage 
upon  our  civilization  and  an  affront  to  our 
inlelligeuce  !  No  legal  liair-splitting  can 
excuse  or  justify  such  a  crime,  and  no  social 
or  political  position  should  be  permitted  to 
stand  between  the  criminal  and  the  legal 
penalty  which  he  has  incurred.  He  will  now 
return  to  the  clianiber  of  deputies  to  make 
laws  for  our  government,  and  he  will  be  paid 
from  the  public  treasury  even  for  the  time 
when  lie  was  an  accused  criminal  awaiting 
trial.  Surely  there  must  be  some  shame,  some 
moral  sense  left  in  this  community  !  The 
l>etter  judgment  of  the  Brazilian  people  surely 
can  not  allow  such  a  perversion  of  justice  to 
pass  unchallenged  ! 


In*  ri;pi,v  to  an  iiKpiiry  from  the  cliani- 
ber of  deputie.'i  the  minister  of  finance  stntes 
that  there  were  299  lotteries  drawn  in  this 
capital  in  the  year  1899,  whose  aggregate 
capital  was  35,3^4,500$,  and  w;hose  benefi- 
ciaries (various  charitable  iii.stitulion.s)  re- 
ceived 807,000$  from  Iheni,  It  would  be 
useful  to  know,  also,  how  much  was  actually 
paid  out  in  prizes,  anil  bow  innch  the  con- 
tractor and  intermediaries  made  out  of  Iheni. 
It  must  be  remeiubered  that  a  large  part  of 
this  money  is  practically  withdrawn  -from 
commerce  and  industry  and  is  id.so  diverted 
from  the  necessary  pnrpr„ses  of  daily  life. 
Thousands  are  buying  lottery  tickets  every 
day,  who  are  utnler  the  strongest  obligations 
to  use  the  money  for  paying  rents,  accounts 
and  other  current  expenses.  To  the  great 
majority  the  money  is  lost,  while  the  few 
who  gain,  use  the  tiiouey  in  such  a  way  that 
it  finds  its  way  back  into  circulation  very 
slowly.  In  our  opinion,  these  lotteries  are 
largely  responsible  for  the  critical  condition 
of  this  market,  becau.se  of  the  continual  dis- 
location of  the  currency.  To  pick  up  the 
dailj-  and  weekly  earnings  o£  the  masses  and 
pass  it  to  tlie  bank  accounts  of  a  few  insti- 
tutions, contractors  and  prize-winners,  is  bad 
for  trade  and  had  for  the  people.  It  helps 
to  make  money  scarce,  and  to  increase  the 
privations  of  those  who  live  upon  wages.

—On  Ih'e  7th  a  group  of  Brazilian  citizens, 
calling  Iheinselves  the  Jose  Bonifacio  coiiime- 
moralive  coininissioii,  assembled  al  the  statue 
of  Jose  Bonifacio  de  Alidrade  e  Silva.in  Largo 
S,  Francisco  de  Paula,  and  decorated  the  same 
with  nags  and  flowers,  and  an  address  was 
made  bv  Sr,  Araiijo  Gompiilves  who  gave  a 
brief  resume  of  the  services  rendered  to  the 
country  bv  the  .(patriarch  of  independence.. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  praiseworthy  comiiie- 
morations  that  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
recording.  Jose  Bonifacio  was  not  only  an 
einiiienl  Brazilian,  but  be  rendered  services  of 
iiicilculable  value  to  the  country  in  many  a 
critical  hour.  More  than  that,  to  him  more 
than  lo  any  other  man  belongs  the  credit  of 
achieving  the  independence  of  Brazil.
